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INTERNATIONAL PONY CLASS 

A year ago, in the issue of April 3, The Chronicle reprinted a letter, 
originally published in our British counterpart Horse and Hound, signed 
by John M. Tilling, Chairman of the British Show Pony Society and by 
Mrs. A. J. Sellar, a leading spirit in this organization and in the British 
National Pony Society. 

This letter (which for purposes of reference we repeat below) pro- 
posed an exhibition, in accordance with their class specifications for “show 
ponies” of 8 British ponies, at Harrisburg, Madison Square Garden and 
Toronto. “The American market, which has enormous potentialities for 
the British owner, could be exploited and educated——and—the ponies 
should be sold after visiting these shows.” The 8 ponies, 4 under and 4 
over 13 hands, were in fact sent to Madison Square Garden (National 
Horse Show) the following November and 6 of them were sold for high 
prices—mission accomplished ! 

Shortly after writing this letter, however, the authors decided that 
the American market might be even better “exploited and educated” by 
means of an international competition, so overtures were accordingly made 
by the two British pony organisations to the American Horse Shows As- 
sociation. Because of the dissimilarity between pony class specifications 
in the two countries, James H .Blackwell, A.H.S.A. Executive Secretary, 
was dispatched to England to arrange a compromise, the text of which 
appears on page 152 of the 1960 Rule Book. Since British show pony 
specifications included no jumps at all, and since American hunter pony 
specifications included 75% for performance over 8 jumps, the solution 
was fixed at 20% over 2 jumps. Conformation and quality was raised from 
the American 25% to 40%. The remaining 40% was given for performance, 
manners, way of going and suitability while executing the principal specifi- 
cations characteristic of British show pony classes; “a figure eight at a 
trot and canter with a stationary or simple change of lead. Light contact 
with the pony’s mouth is required in the above phases. Each pony shall 
back readily, stand quietly on a loose rein—gallop and stop quickly.” 

The 8 American ponies selected to oppose the British invaders were 
decisively beaten at Madison Square Garden, while the plan to send another 
group of our ponies to compete in England next August under the same 
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specifications by way of a return 
match has recently been abandoned 
by the A.H.S.A., because it wishes 
to channel all funds available in 
1960 to the support of our Olympic 
Equestrian Team. Incidentally this 
decision provoked editorial comment 
in Horse and Hound (also printed 
below) which would seem somewhat 
beneath that publication’s long es- 
tablished high standards of sports- 
manship, particularly in view of the 
commercial considerations motivat- 
ing the British instigators of the 


competition. 

Naturally there has been consider- 
able criticism of the A.H.S.A. on 
the ground that the compromise 


specifications favor the British show 
pony—which they do. We believe, 
however, that the Association should 
rather be commended for instituting 
a class which is of much more value 
than the old hunter pony hack class 
with flopping reins and its walk- 
trot-canter-and-reverse around the 
outside rail. The A.H.S.A. encour- 
ages all member shows to offer this 
international pony class, allowing it 
to count as the Hack Class toward 
the championship, even though con- 
formation is 40%. Awards will be 
given at the end of each year to the 
small and to the large pony that has 
acquired the most points in. these 
classes. Furthermore the placings in 
such classes will be used as a guide 
in selecting the ponies to be sent 
to England in 1961. We trust that 
member shows will take full advan- 
tage of this opportunity.

(EDITOR’S NOTE: - The Following are 
pertinent passages from the Sellar-Tilling 
letter mentioned above. 

Sir. - It must be well known to most 
people in the pony world that the Welsh 
and Shetland breeds have become increas- 
ingly popular in the U.S.A., so much so 
that exports have reached an all-time high 
record. We believe that it is vital to the 
interests of breeders of good quality show 
ponies to popularise the British pattern 
of the child’s show pony in America. This 
presents several formidable difficulties. 

One of the writers (Mrs. Sellar) has 
spent part of the last two summers in the 
United States and has attended various of 
the large and small shows. Competitions 
there are put on for the “hunting pony,” 
which has to gallop on in the ring ona

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Hurdles At Laurel Race Course

After a ten-year drought, the jumpers 
returned to Maryland’s major racing cir- 
cuit this spring with two hurdle races a 
week at the Laurel track, 

Going immediately to the forefront 
among the owners was Allison Stern whose 
colors were carried to victory in the 
first hurdle test by Silver Blaze. Two 
days later, Stern’s *Darlington 2d won in 
a deadheat with Freschal, owned by Alfred 
H, Smith. 

The two races honored Maryland’s 
leading hunt clubs, and, appropriately, the 
master of each made the winner’s circle 
presentation. 

The first race on April 12 was named 
for the Elkridge-Harford Club of which 
Laurel’s president, John D, Schapiro, is 
a membe:, The Joint Master, Edvard S, 
Voss, presented to Mr. Stern a trophy to 
commemorate Silver Blaze’s victory. 

On April 14 the hurdle race was named 
for the Green Spring HuntClub, The club’s 
Master, H. Robertson Fenwick, was ac- 
companied by Mrs, Fenwick to the winner’s 
circle, but their wait was a long one before 
the dead heat sign was finally lighted. 

As the race was run, Freschal held 
the lead until the concluding strides where 
she was caught and apparently passed by 
“Darlington 2d, From the press box, it 
appeared that *Darlington 2d had won by 
a slim but distinct nose. 

For a full ten minutes after the horses 
passed the finish line, the judges deliberat- 
ed before posting a result. Finally, they 
decided it was a dead heat. 

Mr. Fenwick, unprepared for two win- 
ners, had to apologize for his single 
trophy, but the occurrence was under- 
stood and there was no difficulty encount- 
ered with the presentations. 

But, in the placing judges’ stand, things 
were not quite so calm. 

The judges, it was revealed, had been 
split in their vote. Melvin Mackin and 
Joseph Brocator voted for a dead heat. 
Henry Erickson, the third judge, cast his 
ballot for *Darlington 2d as the winner. 

The difficulty in the stand was soon 
apparent, 

No mirror had been posted at the finish 
line and the photograph was consequently 
inconclusive. *Darlington 2d, on the out- 
side, completely blocked Freschal’s nose 
from the picture. 


The picture showed *Darlington 2d’s 
nose on the wire, but Freschal’s nose 
couldn’t be found. A mirror, showing the 
finish from the opposite side, would have 
distinctly shown the position of Freschal’s 
nose. 

Mackin, spokesman for the majority 
opinion, reasoned that since the picture 
didn’t prove Freschal was beaten, he had 
to vote for a dead heat. Erickson, on the 
other hand, believed *Darlington 2d was 
the winner, and on this basis he cast 
his vote. 

Trainer of two of the meeting’s first 
three winners was Stern’s trainer, John 
V. H. Davis, familiarly known as ‘‘Bob’’, 
Davis, a former steeplechase rider, is a 
resident of Camden, S, C. 

Rider of both Silver Blaze and *Dar- 
lington 2d was the single-bug apprentice 
Lester Graham, of West Chester, Pa. 
Graham is a well-known hunt rider who 
broke into the jumping game with trainer 
Morris Dixon. 

Freschal’s owner, Alfred H. Smith, 
bred the 8-year-old daughter of Chaldese. 
The mare formerly raced on the flat and 
was converted to hurdles only last year. 

Joseph L. Aitcheson is the trainer and 
his son, also named Joseph Aitcheson, is 
currently riding over the jumps. In fact, 
young Joe rode the favored *Le Bluizard 
in the race won by *Darlington 2d and 
Freschal. 

*Le Bluizard finished third. 

Although the hurdle races got off to an 
enthusiastic start at Laurel, there seemed 
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to be no likelihood of Pimlico reactivating 
the centerfield sport at the Maryland 
Jockey Club oval. 

Louis Pondfield, Pimlico’s executive 
director, said he enjoyed watching jumpers 
but felt they belonged at hunt meetings 
rather than at a major race track.

Easy Mark 


Aqueduct 

Aqueduct staged its 32nd running of the 
Bay Shore Stakes, on Wednesday, April 
13. It was a one mile handicap stakes 
for 3-year-olds and the purse, $25,000 
added. Nine gave it a whirl and Harbor 
View Farm’s (Louis E, Wolfson) Francis 
S. finished strongly to hang a half length 
defeat on E, Seinfeld’s Don Rickles. R. N, 
Webster’s Count Amber was third 
and North Hill Farm’s Wise Ship. 
fourth. Francis S, did the mile in 1,36 
flat, on a fast track, 

The winner is a chestnut son of *Royal 
Charger out of Blue Eyed Momo, by War 
Admiral, bred by L, Combs 2nd and J. W. 
Hanes. B, Parke trains Francis S, and 
Hank Moreno did the riding. The net value 
of the purse was $18,842 which boosted 
the winner’s earnings to $62,832. 


The Excelsior 

The 53rd running of the Excelsior 
Stakes, the $25,000 added feature at Aque- 
duct, on Saturday, April 16, drew ten 
starters, The distance in the handicap 
stakes was a mile, for 3-year-olds and 
upwards, 

Jockey R. Broussard handled Mrs. Ada 
L. Rice’s Talent Show to score an alert 
triumph after wearing down the leaders, 


Restless Wind and Nimmer, who finished 
in a dead heat for second. Talent Show 
was carrying 119 pounds to 126 for 
Llangollen Farm’s Restless Wind, the 
favorite. Cockfield Farm’s Nimmer car- 
ried 115 pounds, Elkcam Stable’s Open 
View was the fourth horse. 

Talent Show broke Warfare’s track 
record for the mile, by doing it in 1.34 
4/5, which was two-fifths under the mark 
set last year. The 5-year-old bay gelding 
is Ly Olympic out of the *Bull Dog mare, 
Royal Lily, bred by Mrs. Ada L, Rice’s 
Danada Farm, C, Troutt was the winning 
trainer and collected 10 percent of the 
$18,745 netted by the winner. Talent Show 
is now credited with $355,153 for his rac- 
ing career. 


Laurel 

Racing’s spotlight was centered on 
Laurel Race Course’s 39th running of the 
Chesapeake Stakes, on Saturday, April 16, 
Five top notch 3-year-olds turned out for 
the one and one-eighth miles test, carry- 
ing a $25,000 added purse. In the past, 
four winners of this race went on to win 
the Kentucky Derby and two of them be- 
came Triple Crown Champions. 

A. G. Vanderbilt’s home-bred Idolater 
was an even money favorite; his backers 
saw him finish one and one-half lengths 
ahead of E, P, Ryan’s Whitechapel, who 
got in front from the inside on the final 
turn, but could not hold the lead, April 
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Fool Farm’s April Skies was third and 
Elkcam Stable’s Keenation received the 
small part of the purse. Idolater’s time 
for the 1 1/8 miles was 1.50 over a fast 
track, 

The winner is a grey colt by *Mahmoud 
out of Irisen, by Sweep Like, trained by 
G. T. Poole. Bobby Ussery was the win- 
ning rider. It was Idolater’s first stakes 
victory and he received $17,452.50 for his 
effort. 


Keeneland 

Louis Lee Haggin 2nd’s Tingle defeat- 
ed Hugh A, Grant’s Airman’s Guide in the 
Ashland Stakes, at Keeneland Race Course, 
Lexington, Ky., on Saturday, April 16, The 
six furlongs event for fillies had a purse 
of $20,000 added. Cain Hoy Stable’s Make 
Sail was third and Calumet Farm’s Prince 
Gate, fourth in the field of twelve. 

Tingle is a bay filly by Spy Song out 
of the Devil Diver mare, Stone Cold, bred 
by her owner. H. Hinojosa was the rider 
and netted $16,745 for his connections, 


Gulfstream Park 

The Hollywood Handicap drew 8 start- 
ers at Gulfstream Park, Wednesday, April 
13. A purse of $10,000 went with the 6 
furlongs overnight feature. The winner 
was Priscilla D. Willis’ Little Tytus with 
T. I, Harkins’ Golden One, second, Beacon 
Stable’s East India finished third and Silver 
Creek Farm’s Roman Colonel wound up 
fourth. Little Tytus ran the 6 furlongs in 
1.08 4/5 to equal the track record, 

The winner is a bay 4-year-old son of 
Ky Colonel-Golden Earring, by Hoop, Jr., 
bred by Mrs. J. Goodwin. D, W. Carroll 
saddled Little Tytus and W, Blum was in 
the irons. The score netted $5,900. 


The Southern Cross Handicap 

The main event at Gulfstream Park on 
Saturday, April 16, was the SouthernCross 
Handicap for 3-year-olds and upwards, An 
overnight handicap at scale weights, ithad 
a purse of $25,000 for a one and one- 
eighth miles run. Seven elected to have a 
go at it. 

Elmendorf’s *Day Court turned back a 
strong move by Mrs. Q, A. S. McKean’s 
Polylad to win by a half length. Mrs. T. 
Christopher’s *Captain Kidd II was third 
and Springfield Stable’s *Troubadour II, 
fourth. *Day Court equalled the track 
record of 1.46 4/5 for the 1 1/8 miles, 
set by Gen, Duke in 1957. 

*Day Court is a 5-year-old brown 
horse by Petition-Joyce Grove, by Bois 
Roussel, bred by Lady Wyford in England. 
W. A. Kelley saddled the winner and gave 
jockey Willie Blum the “leg up.”” Their 
efforts were worth $14,500 net,

Middleburg Hunt Races 
Chris Wood, Jr. 


After a hard winter which cancelled 
most of the early point-to-point sessions, 
residents of the Old Dominion were favor- 
ed with summer-like weather onSaturday, 
April 16. Sprouting from the countryside 
like the eager buds on the trees, nearly 
5,000 turned out for the Ist of 2 Satur- 
days of hunt racing sponsored by the Mid- 
dleburg Hunt Race Association, 

The deversified 5-race program was 
headed by the 36th running of the Middle- 
burg Hunt Cup and 18-year-old William 
H, Turner, Jr. found little trouble in 
adding the trophy to his collection at 
Unionville, Pa, With Randolph D, Rouse’s 
fleet Ricacho absent from the field, be- 
cause his ultimate objective is the 35th 
running of the Virginia Gold Cup at War- 
renton on May 7, Carolina Hills met 4 
competitors. 

The most worthy of this lot was Mrs. 
Virginia M. Duvall’s Valley Hart, and this 
one-time conquerer of last year’s cham- 
pion, Golden Fly, furnished owner-rider 
Turner and Carolina Hills their only 
serious competition, 

Returned to racing after a period in 
the Thoroughbred matriarchy of Capt. 
J. L. B. Bentley, the 11-year-old Gillian 
was first away from the starter’s tape, 
leading the small band over the Ist of 
14 fences in the 3-mile trip. Valley Hart, 
with James Hruska up, was 2nd, 3/4’s 
of a length behind the leader and just a 
1/2-length to the good of Carolina Hills. 


Carolina Hills Takes Over 

Moving to the fore on landing, Valley 
Hart led for 5 fences with Carolina Hills 
under restraint and in close attendance, 
The alacrity displayed by Gillian over the 
initial obstacle soon faded and she dropped 
to Sth and last as the field approached 
the Sth fence, Upon landing over this 
obstacle, Carolina Hills was permitted 
another notch of rein and the race was 
over. Ably handled by his owner, Carolina 
Hills opened daylight on his field and held 
sway for the balance of the journey. 


Leading over the last fence by 4 1/2 
lengths, the 10-year-old gelding drew away 
to cross under the wire with 6 lengths 
advantage over Valley Hart. The latter was 
15 lengths ahead of Andrew Branham’s 
Harkimell, ridden by Samuel Branham, 
Making a seasonal debut in the silks of 
George T. Weymouth, Hunt Ball was 4th 
with the owner’s son, Eugene, in the 
saddle, Tiring after a long absence from 
competition, Gillian, timber racing cham- 
pion of 1956, fell hard over the 10th 
fence, sending amateur rider Crompton 
Smith, Jr. to the medics for examination. 

Running over hard turf, Carolina Hills 
was timed in 5:19 for the ‘‘about”’ 3-mile 
journey over 14 timber fences. This is the 
fastest time recorded over the revamped 
timber course since Marchized annexed 
the event in 5:20 3/5 in 1955. By virtue 
of winning the North Carolina Hunt Cup 
at Tryon, N. C, on the preceding Satur- 
day, and running second to Ricacho in the 
Carolina Cup at Camden, S, C., Carolina 
Hills has picked up 8 points to lead the 
timber-toppers for the United Hunts Rac- 
ing Association’s annual $1,000 timber 
division award, With 2 triumphs behind 
him, Ricacho has a total of 6 points. 


William Skinner Memorial 

The featured brush race, the William 
Skinner Memorial, brought out 5 ‘chasers 
to contest the ‘‘about” 2-mile test over 
11 brush jumps. Displaying al! of the 
ability which carried him to the top of the 
steeplechase riders’ list last year, James 
Murphy got Major General Richard K, Mel- 
lon’s home-bred, Jackdow, under the wire 
just a head in front of Mrs. Ogden Phipps’ 
Out of Reach, 

Taking command on landing over the 
lst jump, Jackdow resisted bids from 
Daniel Bowles’ Dan First over 6 fences. 
When the latter tired, Out of Reach, under 
A. P. (Paddy) Smithwick moved up to 
challenge and it became a 2 horse race. 
Leading over the 11th and final jump by a 
neck, Jackdow faltered and Out of Reach

opened a 1 1/2 lengths lead in the long 
run to the wire. Shaking up Jackdow and 
plying leather, Murphy moved his mount 
up to even terms as they turned to the 
short straightaway and literally lifted 
Jackdow’s muzzle over the wire toscore 
by a head. Just 15 lengths behind the 
embattled pair, Emmett Robert’s Take. 
anip, under C, Starke, finished 3rd. Tir- 
ing after forcing the winner’s pace in the 
early stages, Dan’s First finished 4th and 
last, 2 lengths behind Takeanip. Coupled 
with Takeanip as the Emmett Roberts 
entry, Another Slam fell over the 3rd 
jump, without injury to jockey Evan Jack- 
son. Making his lst start of the year a 
winning one, Jackdow was timed in 3:56, 


Maiden Hurdle Race 

Indicating a good year ahead for the 
sport of racing between the flags, a 
nominating field of 26 maiden hurdlers 
made up the original Glenwood. Of this 
number, 14 accepted the issue at post- 
time and 10 completed the 1 1/2 mile 
trip over 6 hurdles. The maiden test 
opened the program and furnished A, P, 
(Paddy) Smithwick, ‘chasings’ leading rid- 
er in 1957-58 with his first winner of the 
season. 

Purchased during the winter from Mrs, 
June H. McKnight, Panga made his first 
start in Mrs. George Tener’s silks a 
winning one in an impressive fashion, 
Moving from 7th in the field, led in the 
early stages by Kenelm Dallam’s Flying 
World, Panga worked his way through 
horses to be 2nd to L, Clay Camp’s 
Tantot over the Sth hurdle. Landing a head 
behind Tantot over the 6th and final 
hurdle, the eventual winner was guided to 
a clear 6 lengths triumph in 2:44, Tantot 
was best of the balance, holding the place 
safe, 3 1/2 lengths in front of Capt. J. L. 
B. Bentley’s Miss Meg. Coming from far 
back, Mrs. Henry Obre’s Moon Rock 
closed well to be 4th. 

Although no mishaps occurred over 
hurdles, 4 of the field failed to finish. 
After landing over the 2nd, L. Clay Camp’s 
Big Thrill lost Robert S, McDonald. While 
running on the turn by the grandstand, 
Andrew Branham’s Nell’s Belle fell with 
Custer (Mike) Cassidy. While negotiating 
the uphill turn on the right of the stand, 
owner-trainer-rider Erskine Bedford got 
his Sequana in tight quarters and hit a 
beacon, appearing to cause Mrs. L, R. 
Troiano’s Fickle Nick to come down with 
jockey H. Worsley. Excepting the latter, 
none of the fallen riders were worse for 
the jolt. Worsley was removed from the 
scene for medical examination. 

Undefeated in 2 starts on the flat at 
hunt meetings this season, Mrs. Henry

My Lady’s Manor 


Snowden Carter 


*Doll Ram, an Irish-bred gelding rid- 
den by 17-year-old Jack Griswold, captur- 
ed the 50th running of the My Lady’s 
Manor point-to-point at Monkton on April 
16, Jumping magnificently in the three- 
mile timber test, *Doll Ram established 
a new course record of 6.07 3/5 while 
winning by a length from Mainstay. The 
runner-up held a nose margin over Coke 
Hi, but the placing judges’ decision on 
the tight battle for second place was 
disputed by many finish line observers 
as well as the public address announcer. 
Shindy and *Borobash, the fourth and fifth- 
place horses, were also close contenders, 
with only four lengths separating the first 
five finishers. 

There were no spills in the feature 
event of the two-race program, all eight 
contestants completing the course, Only 
casualty was Affable which pulled up lame 
at the conclusion of the race. 

*Doll Ram was gaining his second 
Manor triumph, having won the 1957 re- 
newal. He was second in 1958 and did 
not compete in 1959 because of an injury. 
In his two previous trips over the Manor 
course, the 1l-year-old gelding was rid- 
den by Jack Griswold’s older brother, 
Benjamin H. Griswold 4th. The horse’s 
owner, Benjamin H, Griswold 3d, rode in 
the Manor race himself before his sons 
became old enough to replace him. The 
Griswolds live in Monkton, only two miles 
from the Manor course. *Doll Ram’s time 
completely shattered the former course 
record of 6.14 1/5 set by Mrs. William 
J. Strawbridge’s Land’s Corner in 1954, 
But *Doll Ram’s race this year may not 
have been the fastest ever recorded atthe 
Manor. When *Doll Ram won from *Fast 
in 1957, the clocker reported that *Doll 
Ram had run the race in 6.06 1/5. But 
that time was so fast, officials at the 
meet thought an error had been made, 
so *Doll Ram was never credited with 
the course record. His effort this year 
would seem to vindicate the autheniicity 
of the 1957 performance. 

Mrs. John C, West’s Affable, under 
Frank A, Bonsal Jr., set most of the 
early pace in the 16-fence race. He at 
times held as much as a five-length 
advantage over *Doll Ram and Mainstay, 
his closest contenders. At the thirteenth 
fence, Mainstay, sold a few months ago 
to William E, Schlusemeyer of Warren- 
ton, Va., by the gelding’s breeder, Stuart 
S. Janney Jr., went to the lead. Mainstay, 
ridden by Benjamin H. Murray, was seek- 
ing his second straight Manor triumph 
and when he moved to the lead, most 
observers in the crowd of 3,000 fans 
thought that the issue had been settled. 
But *Doll Ram stayed with Mainstay and 
at the last fence the Griswold gelding 
was only a neck off the favorite. On the 
final flat run, *Doll Ram edged slowly 


clear and then Coke Hi, owned by Louis 
Neilson Jr., made his rush on the ex- 
treme outside. Responding brilliantly to 
the encouragements of his rider, Louis 
Neilson 3d, Coke Hi was wearing down 
the first two horses in the last sixteenth 
of a mile. When the race was over, the 
public address announcer, the celebrated 
Olympic equestrian star Hugh Wiley, stat- 
ed that Coke Hi was the runner-up. But 
he later ruefully admitted he had made 
the announcement without consulting the

by *Sir Golichad Ill 
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placing judges. The judges awarded second 
place to Mainstay. Laddie Murray, rider 
of the runner-up, said after the race that 
he had no excuse for his mount. “‘I 
thought,”” said Murray, “‘that he ran an 
excellent race. He’s not a speed horse, 
and the race was simply run too fast. 
That *Doll Ram ran a powerful race.” 

Although the point-to-point was es- 
sentially a three-horse race, only *Coup 
de Vite and Gofetchit failed to enter con- 
tention. Affable came in last, but he was 
the early leader. He was decidedly lame 
upon returning to the unsaddling point. 

The fourth finisher was Janon Fisher 
Jr.’s Shindy, ridden by Janon Fisher 3d.

Block House Hunt Races

On paper the fourteenth running of The 
Block House Steeplechase and other races 
looked like a well-filled card but by post 
time scratches had taken their toll and all 
fields were small. Perhaps the free trans- 
portation offered again this year after 
several ‘‘pay-as-you-go” years lured 
some possible starters that would not have 
been on the grounds at all otherwise. 

In any event, The Doncaster at about 
two miles for non-winners over brush had 
only three starters and Tom Green, pro- 
perty of Dennis Murphy, quickly reduced 
it to two by losing jockey L, Graham at 
the first fence. This leftMrs. JohnDixon’s 
Billy Bob (D.Delaunay) and A, J. Long’s 
Light Skin (Mr. A, Dufton). Light Skin, a 
first time starter save for a previous 
point-to-point win, led over the first six of 
nine fences by a margin ranging from two 
to four lengths. Going past the stands next 
to last time and approaching the seventh 
Delaunay asked Billy Bob for run, which he 
got, and collared Light Skin at the fence by 
a head. From there on around the last 
turn of the course and to the wire Billy 
Bok had no difficulty increasing his lead, 
which was ten lengths at the finish. 

The about three mile North Carolina 
Hunt Cup fared somewhat better, with 
four of the original seven facing starter 

George Webster. It was definitely Carolina 


Hills’ day and a handsomer or more appro- 
priately named horse has never appeared 
on this beautiful hill and dale Carolina 
course, 

H.M, Rhett’s In Go (L. Graham) made 
the early pace with Carolina Hills, but 
after one of four turns of the course the 
outcome, short of Carolina Hills’ falling, 
was quite evident and became more so as 
the race progressed. The black gelding ran 
like a machine under his young owner- 
rider, William Turner, Jr., and won all by 
himself, A tiring In Go, running second at 
the last fence, was challenged by Mrs. W. 
D. Hail’s Power Haven (Mr. A. Dufton) 
on the inside as they jumped together, but 
In Go rallied in the stretch to be second 
over Power Haven by three lengths, thus 
making Power Haven third from start to 
finish. Maximum Kumma, out of contention 
since the early stages of the race, was 
fourth and last. 

In saddling Carolina Hills trainer W.B. 
Cocks scored the first of three wins for the 
day and in riding him Mr. Turner scored 
the first half of a riding double. 

In The Tryon, at about six furlongs, 
trainer Cocks saddled Mrs. Fay Ingalls’ 
Beau Jess. The home-bred grey filly rana 
very determined race under James Wyatt 
who placed her second behind Mrs, M.G, 
Walsh’s Hot Chestnut until the stretch, 
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where she responded to mild urging and, 
coming on the outside, beat Hot Chestnut 
by three quarters of alength. H.M. Rhett’s 
Double Burr was third, another eight 
lengths back,

The Virginia Gold Cups 


On Saturday, May 7th, Warrenton, 
Virginia will celebrate the running of its 
110th hunt race. Although there is no 
record available as to the type or location 
of the race, it is known that in 1844 the 
first organized steeplechase was run at 
the site of the Fauquier White Sulphur 
Springs. The Springs was a logical place 
for such events to be held, for at that 
time it was the Saratoga of the south 
with many prominent families vacationing 
at the popular resort. 
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This year will mark the 34th running 
of the Virginia Gold Cup. The about 4- 
mile course of 22 jumps is laid out on 
the rolling acres of Broadview. The Gold 
Cup must be won three times by the same 
owner and one finds that a great sporting 
interest has been sustained when individual 
stables are represented year after year, 

To date there have been five cups plac- 
ed in competition, The first Gold Cup 
was retired by Mrs. William F, Hitt of 
Middleburg through the winning efforts of 
her Irish Laddie in 1922, Oddity in 1923 
and John Bunny in 1925. The second cup, 
an antique fashioned in 1802 and pur- 
chased in London for $1,000, became the 
property of Sumner Pingree of South 
Hamilton, Mass. when former amateur 
rider J, T. Skinner rode Melita II to win 
in 1932, The Prophet in 1933 and came 
back in 1934 to win again with Melita II. 
The victories of Ostend in 1937 and 1938, 
plus the winning effort of Black Sweep in 
1940 gave Owner Mrs. Frank M, Gould 
possession of the third cup. 

The fourth Gold Cup had quite a history 
behind it in that it once belonged to no 
less a personage than the celebrated horse 
fancier Catherine the Great of Russia, 
C. M. Greer, Jr.’s Middleburg colors 
were carried into the winner’s circle by 
Goldun to gain the first leg on the cup in 
1941 and his Houseman accounted for the 
second leg in 1946, The cycle was com- 
pleted in 1953 when Mr. Greer’s Rayquick 
won the third and final leg to retire the 
trophy. 

The fifth cup was placed in competition 
on May 1, 1954. The trophy, apparently 
designed as a sporting award, is inscrib- 
ed with horse and bird motifs. It is known 
that the cup was made from pure gold, 
mined in California during the Gold Rush 
of 1849. Beyond that, there is no con- 
clusive knowledge that the trophy has ever 
been offered in a competitive event, Some- 
where in the course of its early life, the 
cup went to England, AnAmerican jeweler 
discovered it in a London pawn shop 
shortly after World War II and he brought 
the cup back to this country and later 
it was displayed in the Park Bernet Gallery 
in New York City.

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A Welshmen’s Impressions Of 
Welsh Mountain Ponies In America 
Moses Griffith, M. Sc. 


During August and September of last 
year I had the privilege of visiting a large 
number of Welsh Pony Herds in America. 
In addition I held three Field Days for the 
Welsh Pony Society of America, one in 
Salem, Oregon, one atSpringfield, Illinois, 
and one at Severn Oaks Farm, near Balti- 
more, 

In addition I judged Pony Breeding 
classes for four days at the Maryland 
State Fair. At the Field Day clinic anum- 
ber of ponies were got together from differ- 
ent breeders in Oregon, They, very sport- 
ingly, brought their ponies, some from 
quite a distance, to the State Fair Ground. 
The procedure that was adopted was that 
the ponies were divided into four classes, 
one class for young females, oneclass for 
mares, one Class for young stallions and 
one class for mature stallions. Score cards 
were given out to the breeders present and 
each class was judged and scored on the 
cards which were then handed in to the ste- 
wards. I then proceeded to judge eachclass 
in turn, placing the exhibits in order of 
merit according to Welsh standards, and 
then explained the reasons for each plac- 
ing. 

I would like to say that I enjoyed this 
Field Day very much. The people were very 
sporting and everything went very well. I 
was extremely fortunate in the class for 
mature stallions: These gave a firstclass 
demonstration on type, which is of the ut- 
most importance to new breeders in 
America. At the top of the class we had a 
lovely grey stallion, full of Welsh charac- 
ter. He was a well proportioned, well bal- 
anced, sturdy animal, with a beautiful head, 
dished nose, prominent bold eyes, small 
ears, good length of neck, good shoulders, 
short back, strong quarters, and good 
limbs. He was an easy, free mover, not 
lifting his feet too high, but had a good 
shoulder action, The stallion that stood 
second in the class, a chestnut, was alsoa 
very nice, well balanced pony, but not 





quite up to the quality of the first. The 
third pony, another chestnut with an excep- 
tionally good head and front, but not so good 
in his hind quarters. The fourth pony was 
a roan, not of very good quality, buthe was 
of Welsh type. I would like to stress the 
importance, when judging Welsh ponies, of 
adhering to V’elsh type. The fifth pony to 
be shown was a very lovely chestnut of the 
hackneyfied type, but I had no alternative 
except to place him fifth, because though 
he was a good pony as an individual, he was 
not of Welsh type. 

I have given this illustration of judging

tains and hills, and it is on these hills that 
the Welsh ponies have been bred for proba- 
bly over two thousand years, At any rate, 
we have accurate descriptions of Welsh 
ponies between 1350-1500, and also pedi- 
grees. Probably the only people who have 
descriptions and pedigrees of their horses 
going as far back as that are the Arabs and 
the Welsh, Not only have we accurate des- 
criptions ofthe points and conformation, 
but also very vivid descriptions of poise 
and action, at a walk, trot, canter and 
gallop, the ability to jump, to swim, and 
also the stress placed on intelligence, 

The Welsh Mountain pony is today the 
best Child’s Pony inthe world, It is intelli- 
gent, of excellent temperament, sure- 
footed, fast, hardy, a good mover, with free 
natural action, and a beautiful animal to 
look at.

at a Clinic because no judge would wish for 
a better group of ponies to show an audi- 
ence the various types that one could meet 
in a show. 

The other classes were judged on the 
same lines, and I sawsome very good ani- 
mals. After the judging I tried todescribe 
to the audience the kind of country on which 
the Welsh ponies have been bred. The 
whole of the Midland region of Wales, 
right from the coast of South Wales to the 
coast of North Wales, is a mass of moun-

The Welsh Pony was the only means of 
transport for the Welsh farmer and his 
family until quite recently. A large number 
of the hill farmers in Wales did not have 
good roads to their farmsteads, and so the 
pony was a very valued animal and often 
looked upon as a member of the family. 
The farmer himself might use a strong 
Welsh Cob for long journeys or in his gig, 
but he always used a pony for shepherding 
on the hills. The farmer’s wife and all the 
children, and sometimes there were quite 
large families, had all their own ponies to 
go to school, to church, to markets and 
fairs and other functions, It was, therefore, 
very important for the farmer to breed and 
select intelligent, sure-footed and good- 
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tempered ponies for his family. He also 
wanted a good-looking animal. In this fash- 
ion there has been constant selection on a 
family basis for ponies that fulfilled the 
above requirements. Any pony of bad type, 
not sure-footed, or bad-tempered, was 
soon disposed of, with the result that today 
it is a very rare thing to have a bad tem- 
pered Welsh Pony. 

Pony racing, both trotting and gallop- 
ing, were very popular in Wales in years 
gone by, and a fast and sure-footed pony 
commanded a good price. 

Even now the sheep-shearing day on the 
bigger hill farms is a great event: I have 
often seen well over a hundred Welsh 
ponies being ridden from neighbouring 
farms to the shearing and then being turned 
out in a paddock to await the end of the day 
to carry their masters back home, often 
carrying a sheep in front of him as well. 
It is the custom on these shearing days 
when all the sheep are gathered that any 
stray ones be taken home that day. If there 
are several they are driven with the dog, 
the shepherd riding his pony. But if only 
one then it would be carried in frontof the 
shepherd on the saddle. So the Welsh 
Pony is not only broken to ride, but also 
to work with the sheep dog in driving sheep 
and to sort out sheep. 

In conclusion I would wish again to 
stress the importance of type and charac- 
ter. Some of the breeders in the States 
have tended in the past to show Welsh po- 
nies as miniature hackneys. They are no- 
thing of the kind; but something far more 
valuable. They should be bred and shown 
with normal length of hoof, the lighter the 
shoe the better. The trotting action of the 
Welsh Pony is entirely different from that 

of a hackney. A good Welsh Pony should be 
able to walk between four and five miles in 
the hour. When trotting naturally it does 
not lift its feet high, but has a sharp easy 
action, putting the feet well forward. In the 
Show ring the Welsh pony at speed has an 
extended trot with good shoulder action, not 
lifting the feet high, not flexing the knee un- 
duly, but throwing the feet out right from 
the shoulder, the hind leg reaching well 
forward to give maximum propulsion. The 
Welsh pony can canter easily and grace- 
fully and at a gallop canbe very fast. They 
are good natural jumpers. It was sad to see 
the travesty of a Welsh Mountain Pony 
which had been achieved by some breeders 
in U.S.A. with false tails, long deformed 
feet, trussed up with bearing reins, so that 
the only way they could move was up and 
down and not covering the ground fast and 
easily as Welsh Ponies could and should. 
During my tour in America I saw a 
large number of very good mares, but the 
quality of the stallions that I saw, on the 
whole, was not nearly as good as the mares. 
It is an old axiom amongst breeders in 
Wales that the stallion is half the herd; that 
is why it is so important for American 
breeders to use really high class stallions. 
I have seen some magnificent sires, both 
in the States and Canada, but there were not 


many of them, 

At the Maryland State Fair where I 
judged breeding classes Isaw some excep- 
tionally good stallions and mares, with two 
outstanding animals in their respective 
classes. Coed Coch Serenllys, the cham- 
pion Welsh stallion, was a magnificent spe- 
cimen of his breed, The champion mare 
was Briarwood Honey. She was also cham- 
pion of the breed, and, in my opinion, one 
of the best Welsh mares I have seen for a 
very long time. There were also some 
exceptionally promising young animals, 
both male and female, and some very big 
classes. 

In conclusion I would like to thank all 
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the breeders that I met and the kind people 
who gave me hospitality, and for thegreat 
welcome that was accorded to me every- 
where, I shall never forget this. 

I also had the privilege of attending the 
Annual General Meeting of the Welsh Pony 
Society of America at Baltimore. The 
organization and the conduct of the meeting 
was excellent. If the reports and remarks 
that were made by the delegates at that 
meeting are an indication of the spirit and 
intelligence of the Welsh Pony Society in 
America, then I shall look forward to 
seeing some very wonderful ponies pro- 
duced in America, in the not too distant 
future.

Maryland Pony Breeders continues its 
steady progress, with several new mem- 
bers and an expansion of activities. The 
Annual Yearling Show was a great suc- 
cess, with classes well filled and quality 
high. Classes were supported at other 
shows throughout the state. This year for 
the first time, a beautiful bowl was pre- 
sented as challenge trophy for the Shet- 
land championship at Timonium, in addi- 
tion to the magnificent St. David’s Trophy 
already in circulation, The new trophy was 
won by Linnwood’s Ace, owned by Miles 
River Pony Farm, Easton, Maryland. The 
St. David’s Trophy went again to Mr. 
George A. Fernley, won this time by the 
beautiful little mare Brierwood Honey. 

The Annual sale on September 11th 
marked another high for this always suc- 
cessful event.

He was Reserve 
Grand Champion at the New York State 
Fair last fall.

We have well over 500 members in the 
National Club and it is growing rapidly.

Welsh Mountain Ponies 
in the U.S.A.

I have been brought up with Welsh 
Mountain ponies all my life. Some of my 
most vivid childhood memories are of rid- 
ing bareback over the Welsh hills on un- 
shod, part broken, Welsh Mountain ponies 
belonging to the hill farmers on my 
Father’s ‘‘shoot’’, With manes and tails 
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flying in the wind, they never put a foot 
wrong, owing to their surefootedness, I 
hunted a Welsh pony for years. A better 
hunter I never knew. We were always 
there at the end of the day. What we could 
not jump we went through or under. Hack- 
ing home, while the hunters were tired and 
hungry, we were still trotting gaily with our 
head held high. 

Welsh Mountain Ponies have taken the 
States and Canada by storm, in the past 
few years, as people have realized how 
versatile they are. Whether used to breed 
pure bred Welsh Mountain Ponies, or 
crossed with some other type such as Arab, 
they make wonderful hunters, jumpers, 
harness ponies, Western or English parade 
ponies, or just plain children’s riding 
ponies. 

Great Britain is so small compared to 
the States. The same judges, usually 
breeders themselves, go all over Great 
Britain, and their word is accepted and 
respected by all. In Great Britain every- 
one can take an interest in showing from 
the big stud farm owner down to the poor- 
est farmer, or the children, who play a 
greatpartin showing. I suppose the ponies 
would be termed as dirty over here. They 
probably are, but very few people inGreat 
Britain have either the time, the facilities, 
or the money to keep their ponies in all 
summer to show them, Our judges are

give it a slightly different action, or very 
different in some cases. These ponies 
would break their necks across country. 
Sometimes they have their tails in sets 
for showing. If they want to change the 
pony, they ought to change the name too, 

The Welsh are noted for being such good 
doers. By that I do not mean that they 
should be starved, but I think they are kept 
on far better grazing in this country, than 
in the British Isles, where the tendancy is 
to graze them on a hillside so as to pre- 
vent them from getting too fat. A young- 
ster in the States is far bigger than one in 
Great Britain, owing to the good grazing 
and extra feeding it gets.

They tend to glamorize a pony 
too much with how wonderful it is so that 
when they really have a top class pony for 
sale it sounds no different from all the 
others. But I must add, the British are be- 
ginning to do the same.

Pony Club 
Tours Welsh Pony Stud

On February 6th some 25 members of 
the Toronto and North York Branch of the 
Pony Club in Canada visited Ardmore 
Stud, King, Ontario, to see the Welsh 
Mountain Ponies and learn a little about 
them. 

The children varied in age from seven 
to twenty and were accompanied by about 
ten adults. Most of the children were little. 
Several proudly reported they owned Welsh 
Ponies, but for most it was the first time 
they had seen a Welsh pony. 

It was a poor day, half rain, half snow, 
so the children had to view the ponies in- 
side, The adults were obviously impress- 
ed with how quiet and gentle all the ponies 
were as each was led out into the press 
of more than 35 people to be patted and 
mauled by the children. Several of the older 
ones, with less than happy memories of 
ponies in their own childhood, who were 
unfamiliar with Welsh ponies, expressed 
their surprise and admiration of the Welsh 
Ponies as the good dispositions of all were 
quite apparent. 


It was intended to show only a few - the 
Grand Champion at the Royal Winter Fair, 
Gretton Sunlight, the 3-year-old stallion 
and some of the weanlings and mares to 
illustrate differences in size and colors 
or special comments, but as each was put 
away the children clamored for another to 
be brought out. There was something in- 
teresting to say about each - this one was 
the one that hunted so beautifully as a 2- 
year-old last fall (and there were adults 
present to confirm it), This was the one 
that jumped the 4’6’" paddock fence we 
passed through on the way to the barn; 
this was the one that took Sth prize ata 
show the first time she had had anyone 
on her back, (The judge on that occasion 
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happened to be among those present and 
‘Temembered her and was amazed to learn 
this). This is Glascoed Tessie who arrived 
from Wales last fall and is learning to 
speak Canadian, and so on, The children 
were delighted with it all and asked both 
sensible and unexpected questions - ‘‘why 
has that one one black hoof and three white 
ones,’” led to information about markings, 
and so forth. 

The children were told a little about the 
history of Welsh ponies - how they were 
directly descended from the “‘little 
horses” that pulled the chariots of the 
British at the time of the Roman invasion

Riding Ponies 


Of Hunter Type 
A. Mackay-Smith 


What should we look for in a child’s 
riding pony of hunter type? First of all 
we want a narrow pony. The roly poly 
kind with no withers may look very cute, 
but they spread a child unmercifully. We 
want good withers that will keep a saddle 
from slipping and we want a good slope 
of shoulder that will make for comfort- 
able action. We want a good length of neck, 
properly attached to the shoulders and a 
head that is put on so thatit will flex from

Mechanically speaking these are the 
essential requirements, assuming, of 
course, that the pony is sound, There are 
a lot of ponies that are goose rumped, 
cow hocked and the like so that they do 
not exactly fill the eye from an esthetic 
point of view. Of course we all want an 
animal that is perfect in every respect 
but, if you have to sacrifice something, - 
and you will - don’t leave out the essentials 
mentioned above. 

Now for the matter of size. There is 
always a group of horsemen - and they 
are pretty good horsemen, at least as far 
as mounting themselves is concerned - 
that don’t believe in small ponies at all, 
but think that children should be taught 
to ride on a well trained horse. Their 
theory is that no small child can school 
a pony properly so that all ponies are 
unsuitable as children’s mounts. I re- 
member that Stuart Preece drove in one 
day looking for something for his 9-year- 
old boy. I said, ‘‘I thought you would be- 
long to the quiet old polo pony school.” 
**I did’, he replied, ‘‘but look at the boy 
with his arm in a sling. From now on he 
gets something small enough so thathecan 
really manage it.” 

No matter how quiet a horse may be, 
a small child who rides it is just a pas- 
senger. If the horse does anything wrong, 
there is nothing that the rider cando about 
it. From many years of observation I am 
convinced that a child does better ona well 
made pony (or even on a green one, if it 
has not been spoiled) than on the quietest 
of horses. He is not only safer, but he 
will learn to really manage his mount in-

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stead of just being carried around, 

A few words about the older children 
who are large enough for a 14-hand pony 
and the hunting field. First of all don’t 
be worried about a pony that size getting 
across country. Ponies are much better 
jumpers for their inches than horses and 
usually negotiate without the slightest dif- 
ficulty any obstacle that a hunter will take, 
There is a tradition that children should 
stay in the back of the hunting field. Per- 
sonally, however, I think that children 
should be allowed to ride wherever their 
ponies go best. They need to be helped 
along and encouraged, not only because 
they lack confidence and experience, but 
because in the long run the future of any 
hunt depends upon them. 

In this division half pony and half 
Thoroughbred makes a good combination, 
particularly with the Thoroughbred blood 
on the dam’s side. They are easier to 
make than the smaller size, because any 
light grown-up can school them, And re- 
member, when you go to buy apony that it 
takes just as much, and often more, work 
to make one as it does to make a horse. 
Good ponies are scarcer than good horses. 
You can’t expect your boy or girl to take 
to riding unless they have a good mount that 
they can enjoy themselves. Whether or not 
they will make riders depends upon the 
start they get. So - don’t try to save 
money and cut corners when you buy a 
mount for your child, This is certainly one 
time that you can afford to pay a fair 
price. A really good pony wili last for 
years and educate at least two generations 
of riders. There is no sounder investment 
from an equestrian point of view.

of Britain and how that the homes for such 
chariots had been discovered in ancient 
ruins fits the measurements of modern 
day Welsh ponies, how the British never 
really surrendered to the Romans but were 
pushed back into the wild rough mountains 
of Wales and Northumberland and took 
their little horses with them. 

They were told also how in more recent 
times Arab blood got into the Welsh ponies 
mostly through the famous Dyoll Star- 
light and Mr. Robert Hollingsworth, among 
those present, contributed the information 
that many years ago he had three import- 
ed mares by Dyoll Starlight that he used 
to drive as a pair, Tandem and Unicorn, 
The latter hitch would be sensational to 
see, wouldn’t it?

McCabe, Berlin, Maryland, are barn 
guests at the University of Delaware re- 
search farm at Newark, They are enjoy- 
ing the hospitality of Dr. John H. Shrop- 
shire, extension specialist at the Univer- 
sity. 

He is using the twenty mares toevalu- 
ate pelleted hay as a horse and pony feed. 
The Chincoteague ponies are ideal for this 
type of test because of their even tempera- 
ment and similar breeding background. 
Early research work has shown that infor- 
mation from feeding trials with ponies can 
also be applied to horse feeding. 

The ponies are divided into twogroups 
of ten, one group eating pelleted hay and 
the other eating baled hay. All the hay is 
from the same cutting at the University’s 
Hay Research Farm near Middletown, 
Delaware. 

So far in the test, which began in Dec- 
ember, the ponies eating the pelleted 
ration have done slightly better than the 
mares eating loose hay. All the animals 
are bred and records are being kept on 
several growth and reproductive factors. 

Some of the most important results of 
the study will come from the analysis of 
the milk from the two groups of mares 
when they foal. The foals will be weighed 
regularly and records will be kept on their 
bone and muscle growth. The figures 
should indicate how pellets compare to 
loose hay in nutritive value and milk 
production. 

If the project results show that pellets 
can be used as a horse ration it will be of 
great value to horsemen, particularly 
those traveling a lot or stabling their an-

imals in limited quarters. The pellets take 
only one-fifth the storage space of an 
equal weight of baled hay. They can be 
bagged and are much easier to handle than 
bales. 

There are several advantages to feed- 
ing pelleted hay. When the horseman buys 
100 pounds of pellets he canbe pretty sure 
his horse is going to eat the 100 pounds 
of hay. The pellets can be fed in a wash 
tub or a solid-bottom manger with prac- 
tically no loss. This is not the case with 
baled hay. Research with horses eating hay 
out of hay nets has shown thata significant 
percentage of the hay is lost and walked on. 
The horses discard some of the stemmy 
material and shake out many of the high 
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quality leaves. This hay is lost to the horse 
and, of course, to the owner who pays for 
the hay whether it is eaten or not.

loose rein over several small obstacles. 

This is not the British conception of 
either horsemanship or pattern. It appears 
that there are very few animals to com- 
pare with the English ponies so far as 
conformation and quality are concerned. 

We should like to place the following 
scheme before all British breeders and 
exhibitors of children’s ridden and show 
ponies. This scheme would be an ex- 
hibition, not a competition, and we suggest 
that the American market, which has 
enormous potentialities for the British 
owner, could be exploited and educated, 
if breeders in this country are prepared 
to spend money in doing so. 

We have a plan, which has the good 
wishes of the British National Pony 
Society, to send eight good class show 
ponies across the Atlantic next autumn, 
four to be under 13 hands and four under 
14 hands 2 in, 

The suggestion is that a display might 
be put on at Harrisburg, Madison Square 
and the Toronto Winter Fair, the eight 
ponies to be provided by breeders and 
exhibitors in this country free of charge. 

We believe that if this were done, the 
Americans would readily see the type of 
beautiful pony that is being produced for 
children to ride in this country. We con- 
sider the cost of such an expedition might 
amount to as much as 3000 pounds, and 
Suggest that the ponies should be sold, 
after visiting these shows, to defray ex- 
penses and should realize a good propor- 
tion of them, It may be possible to get a 
large commercial firm, engaged in ex- 
ports, to sponsor the expedition. 

We realise that this is an ambitious 
project, but only in this way can markets 
for export be obtained.

1960 INTERNATIONAL PONY 
COMPETITION POSTPONED 
(EDITOR’S NOTE: - In The April issue of 
its publication ‘‘Horse Show’’ the 
American Horse Shows Association an- 
nounced as follows the decision of the 
Board of Directors to postpone until 1961 
the sending to England of a team of 
American hunter ponies by way of a return 
match with the British who beat us so 
decisively last November at our National 

Horse Show.) 

“The International Pony Competition 
scheduled for the British Timken Horse 
Show in England on August 26-27 has been 
postponed until 1961. 

“The Board of Directors, after a 
thorough analysis and serious considera- 
tion, voted that the Association should not 
further any international competition other 
than those leading to the Olympics this 
year or any other Olympic Year. 

*‘Most of the interested pony exhibitors 
are generous contributors to the United 
States Equestrian Team and to make a 
request this year for another international 
competition would be too much to ask of 
their generosity.”’

*‘The Association has now changed its 
mind, The team will not be coming and the 
reason given is that: 

‘Most of our interested pony exhibitors 
are generous contributors to the United 
States Equestrian Team (for the Olympic 
Games in Rome) and to make a request 
this year for another international com- 
peititon would be too much to ask of their 
generosity.’ 

**Coming from the land of the almighty 
dollar this seems somewhat unreal. It 
will surprise many people in this coun- 
try that America, as a nation that cares 
so much for its international prestige in 
equestrian sport, cannot raise a fewextra 
thousand pounds, outside the pony ex- 
hibitors, for this project. 

“Of course, it is also possible that the 
Americans have not yet got around to find- 
ing and training a team of ponies and rid- 
ers capable of putting up a better show 
against our youngsters than the last one 
did.””

The 
Province of Ontario leads with nearly 30 
breeders. Alberta and Saskatchewan have 
some well established breeders as has 
British Columbia, Recently several new 
breeders have been added in Nova Scotia. 

Shows throughout the country are re- 
cognizing this coming breed with in-hand 
classes for breeding stock and some are 
offering performance classes in harness 
and under saddle for registered Welsh. 

In 1959 importations were consider- 
ably in excess of 200 ponies - mostly 
from Britain, but some from the U.S.A. 
as well, Broadview 
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The ponies of Winkelman 
Farms, Lohrville, lowa at 
the Devon Horse Show in 
1958. 








Winkleman Ponies 


Mr. William P. Winkelman of Winkel- 
man Farms, Lohrville, Iowa, writes as 
follows: - ‘‘Our 19th Annual Pony Sale 
and new foals are top subjects at this 
time of year.

*‘We sold the good stallion, Criban 
Monarch 5th, 1548, jointly owned with 
Fairview Farms, Hinckley, Ill., at the 
successful Mid-West Welsh Breeders’ 
Sale at Springfield, Ill., March 19, He went 
to Jacklin Seed Co., Dishman, Wash. (was 
high stallion). We will be represented at 
the Area 6 Shetland Pony Breeders’ As- 
sociation’s Breeders’ Consignment Sale 
in Des Moines, Iowa, May 2, by Wink’s 
Miss Masterpiece 34989, daughter of Little 
Masterpiece, and her identical mate, 
Wink’s Swing Queen 34985 along with 
Wink’s Miss Universe 58546, a grand- 
daughter of Little Masterpiece. We have 
worked hard in the organization of this 
sale, it being only the second one in the 
breed’s history that requires the con- 
signor to also have been the breeder.”’ 


Rawill Pony Ranch 


I will be happy to supply you with any 
information I can regarding our operation 
at Rawill. At Rawill in Washington State 
we are practicing a selective breeding 
program, Our two stallions Coed Coch 
Tlws and Revel Menu have been proven in 
the show ring as have many of their off- 
spring. We are doing some line-breeding 
and some in-breeding to Coed Coch Glyn- 





dwr selected as the fountain head of our 
program. Coed Coch Tlws has won Grand 
Championships in England, Canada, and the 
U.S. and has produced at least three (that 
we know of) Grand Champions, one a young 
mare Rawill Grey Goose. At the Washing- 
ton Pony Breeders show she topped her 
class and was Champion Mare; at the 
Pacific National Exhibition in Canada she 
won her class and was Champion Mare 
and Grand Champion of the show; and at 
the Pacific International she wonher class 
and was Reserve Grand Champion Mare, 
These wins were in 1959 as a two year 
old. We plan to show her again this year. 
Coed Coch Tlws was Grand Champion at 
the following shows; the Royal Welsh, Eng- 
land, 1950: the P.N.E., Canada 1952, 1954, 
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1959; and at the Pacific Internationa 1959, 
and the Washington Pony Breeders Show 
1959. Revel Menu was shown only once in 
his two years and won his class at the 
Royal Welsh, England, 1959. 

We have recently sold ponies to Mr. 
& Mrs. M. Balcom, Ellensburg, Wash. 
(they bought Rawill Golden Girl, Rawill 
Toscaninill, and Rawill Thor); also Mr. 
P. O. Nicely of Baker, Oregon purchased 
Rawill Ballerina, Rawill Misty Dawn, and 
Rawill Red Lady. Mr. M. Haycock from 
Tacoma, Wash., has purchased Rawill 
Sir Lawarance a yearling stallion. 

In the past 18 months we have import- 
ed 13 mares, 3 fillies, one colt, and the 
young stallion Revel Menu. 

Our first 1960 foals are due in a few 
weeks and we are anxiously awaiting them 
now. We expect some 14 foals this year. 

We here at Rawill are very interested 
in racing Welsh Ponies and are inthe pro- 
cess, with several other breeders, of 
forming a Racing Assoc. We have hopes 
of eventually getting some of the larger 
tracks to sponsor some Pony meets and 
have hopes of getting Pari-Mutuel betting 
on these races. If this goal can be attain- 
ed a whole new field will be opened up for 
the Welsh, or any pony that can trot a 
mile. We can see a real prosperous future 
in this field. 

We are also training Roadster, Hunter, 
and Western Pleasure ponies and are 
slowly getting some performance classes 
into the western shows.

breeding operation with the objective of 
perpetuating and improving on three 
famous Shetland bloodlines. 

The Patton line is of course headed 
by Patton L. himself, 1947 National Grand 
Champion of the Shetland Pony Congress. 
Included in the stud for perpetuating and 
intensifying the line are some 20 sons and 
a double grandson of the famous stallion. 

The Larigo line is headed by Silver 
King’s Knight, a double grandson of Silver 
King X; by Larigo’s Statesman, line- 
bred Larigo and sired by Larigo’s Dark 
Magic: by Pattern’s Last Chance, a sonof 
King’s Dappled Pattern; and by X - Dan- 
gerous Dan, another double grandson of 
Silver King X and a full brother toCurtiss 
Frisco Pete. Here again, for supporting 
and intensifying the line a number of youn- 
ger Larigo stallions are included in the 
stud, 

The Patton/Larigo cross is historical- 
ly famous for the quality and brilliance of 
the progeny. This is being carried for- 
ward by matings of intensely-bred Patton 
stallions to intensely-bred Larigo mares. 
Many of the mares areas closely and some 
are somewhat more closely genetically re- 
lated to King Larigo than they would be if 
they were his daughters. 

The result of the breeding program is 
that the farm is in a pre-eminent position 
to supply a limited number of small 
family groups to constitute foundation 
herds. Purchasers have the assurance 
that if they carry on the planned breed- 
ing program, the produce will be uniform 
and markedly superior to the average of 
the registered Shetland population. Stock 
is sold only directly from the farm, never 
at sales. It is a policy never to advertise 
individuals. 

Sufficient showing is done to assure 
outside confirmation of the quality of the 
young stock, Readers of The Chronicle 
will be interested to learn that last year 
a son of Patton L. became herd sire for 
George A. Montgomery of Atlanta and 
Marietta, Georgia; he went to his new 
home with a nice collection of ribbons for 
showing in hand and in harness. 

Another aspect of Danby Farm is pre- 
sented by its registered Miniature Donkeys 
the largest herd in this country. Many are 
imports from Sicily and Sardinia; one of 
the herd jacks is from Abyssinnia, Minia- 
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ture Donkeys mature at around 33” in 
height; Danby Farm has some miniature 
Miniatures under 30’. They are a true 
breed, always representing their like. 

Not to be outdone by her parents and 
her brother, Barbara raises Hungarian 
Vizslas; luggage-tan in color, these 
smooth-coated hunting dogs are used both 
for upland game and as retrievers. Locat- 
ed at the farm, the dog enterprise is op- 
erated under the name of Four Winds 
Kennels. Maturing at about the size ofa 
Weimaraner, one of her present litter of 
5-weeks-old puppies rests easily in the 
hand, is as wide as he is long, and is far 
merrier than the serious aspect of the one 
pictured would indicate.

Downland Brilliance, one of the Welsh 
mares, I bought from Miss Brodrick in 
Wales in 1954, She was primarily a pony 
for the children, but was in foal to Coed 
Coch Madog and her filly is now the other 
Welsh mare. Mrs. Kenneth Watson-Jones, 
North Springfield, Vermont.

He was two lengths behind Coke Hi and a 
length in front of Hugh J. O’Donovan’s 
*Borobash, ridden by Philip F, N. Fanning. 
Mrs. Henry Obre’s *Coup de Vite was 
sixth, fifteen lengths facther back. He 
held a two-length margin over William B. 
Thompson’s Gofetchit. 


John Rush Streett Memorial 

Only two horses were able to negotiate 
the 16-fence course in the John Rush 
Streett Memorial, the secondary event. 
This race is restricted to horses which 
have never won two races over timber 
and six jumpers went postward, At the 
completion of the course, Frank A, Bon- 
sal’s Sagahash, ridden by Frank A, Bon- 
sal Jr., was all alone, his only rival 
still on his feet not yet within sight. 
Taking second honors far, far behind was 
Kingdon Gould Jr.’s Hurdy Gurdy, ridden 
by his owner. Hurdy Gurdy had been with- 
in striking distance until the fifteenth 
fence, but on this jump he ran out. After 
being returned to the course, Hurdy Gurdy 
managed to finish within the time limit. 

First to spill in the eventful contest 
was Lawrence Boyce’s New-Gino. The 8- 
year-old gelding dumped his rider at the 
third fence while leading. John K, Jenney’s 
Ba-Sic was subsequently bothered by the 
loose horse and was carried out by New- 
Gino at the fourthjump. Mary A. Rumsey’s 
Time n’ Talent fell at the fifth, and 


Douglas R. Small’s Toolin ran out at the 


twelfth. Ba-Sic, ridden by Marshall W. 
Jenney, returned to the course after his 
mishap but was later pulled up at the 
thirteenth jump. Time for the Streett 
Memorial was 6.33. 

Ironically, *Doll Ram had previously 
won only one race (the 1957 My Lady’s 
Manor) and was eligible for the Streett 
Memorial. His owner entered him in both 
races, and said he would leave it to his 
son’s judgement to choose the race he 
preferred.

Jack 
started hunting hounds Thanksgiving of 
1956 and continued to do so through the 
spring of 1958. In late April of that year 
he had a very serious steeplechasing ac- 
cident and due to this is not yet able to 
commence hunting again. The Joint 
Master, Mrs, Edwin Warfield III has been 
hunting hounds and this past season was 
ably assisted by Dr. William J. Bryson 
who has been appointed to succeed Mr. 
Devereux as Joint-Master.
